Immediately after World War I! r the American people were subjected 
to a massive propaganda barrage which favored the Chinese QmmjimbE^ 
and Iruwncd on the Chinese Nationalists. Newspapers, bunks, magazines, 
and experts in government did I heir best to convince Americans that the Red 
Chinese were not Communists at all, but were merely "agrarian reform¬ 
ers" seeking fair play for the Chinese people. 1 


In the midst uJ this propaganda blitz, our government completely 
turned its back on the Nationalist Chinese an 19417, refusing even to sell 
them arms. By 1919, the Communist forces under Mao Tse-tung had seized 
all of mainland China, After the Communist takeover, serious students of 
the situation lost no time in declaring that China had been lost in 
Washington* not eel Puking or Shanghai. And they were correct. 3 


Eventually, the full truth about the Chinese Communists became 
widely known, A U.S, Senate Subcommittee Report, 1 published in 1971, 
eoEttains gruesome statistics which show that the Chinese CounmmisLs have 
murdered as many as 64 million, of their countrymen. Despite eunent 
propaganda to the contrary* Communist China continues to this day to hr 
one of the most brutal tyrannies in the history of mankind. And the 
Chinese Reds have exported revolution and terror to every continent. 


The American people were misled thirty years ago. li the I ruth about 
China had been widely known, our government would never have inter¬ 
vened in the Chinese struggle as it did. China would not have fallen into 
Communist hands; there would never have been a Korean War in the 1960s; 
and there would never have been a Vietnam War iu the 1960s and 70s. The 
course of history would have taken a lar different path — iF only the 
American people had not been misled about the Chinese Communists. 


in the Sate 1960s„ the American people were again misled. We were told 
that Fidel (.'astro was the "Robin Hood of the Sierra Maeslra Mountain^ 
and that he was the ’George Washington of Cuba. h Some Americans knew 


better and tried to spread the alarm. But. in spite of their efforts, war 
government repeated the process it had followed an China and Castro 
eventually seized control of Cuba. 1 

Again, the American people had been misled. If the truth about Cast a* 
had been widely known, our press and our government would never have 
aided him* and he would never have succeeded in capturing Cuba and in 
spreading Communist subversion throughout E.atiii America — and now 
oyeu into A Erica. 

The question wc must ask ourselves today is: Are there any other 
important, but similarly erroneous attitudes that have heert planted in the 
minds of the American people 3 The answer is that there certainly are 

One dangerously wrong attitude held by many Americans is lhut ull 
prominent businessmen in America —- the American capitalists as they are 
called — are by definition the arch-enemies of Communism 

In Fact, the mere suggestion that a prominent capitalist, like David 
Rockefeller, is in league with Communists invites scorn or ridicule. The 
notion appears to many to be totally absurd because a man like David 
Rockefeller, it seeing would have so much to lose if the Communists 
should ever triumph. 

But. in the last few years, David Rockefeller's Chase Manhattan Bank 
has been favored by the Reds as the first American bank to open an office in 
Moscow, arid aha the first to do so in Peking. And this same Chase Manhattan 
Bank has Euan k ml fed the building of the largest truck factory*' in the history of 
mankind, at the Kama River in the Soviet Union. It h totally inaccurate to 

m 

consider David Rockefeller an enemy of Communism. 

EL is also inaccurate to believe lhal all prominent businessmen in our 
nation are conservatives who are always the most determined opponents of 
socialistic government controls We agree that businessmen should be anti¬ 
communists, and lhat they should be advocates of limited government, as 
given m E»y our Founding Fathers. Rut man) are not. 

As Communism continues to advance toward total world domination, us 
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America % jiIlicm- in the world slips ironi undisputed leadership U\ nchcx>tk1- 
rate status- and as our own federal government"s control over all of us 
grows with each passing day, many Americans are looking for an explana¬ 
tion of whirl they see happening:* 

We believe that the first step toward learning what is really going on in 
our country is the realization that some so-called capitalists are neither 
conservatives nor anti-Communists, Instead, they are power- sec km who are 
using their great wealth and influence to achieve political power. This 
program will Lake a hard look at what we perceive as an on going drive ior 
power. Not only the kind of power that flows from great wealth, but 
absolute power, the kind that can only be achieved politically. We are 
going to take a look behind the headlines at the men who really run our 
country, the men whom Jimmy Carter called the insiders." 


Who Is Running America? 

One oi President Jimmy Carter's favorite themes during his campaign 
for the* Presidency in 1976 was that, if he were elected* he would bring npw 
faces and new ideas to Washington. He repeatedly told campaign audi¬ 
ences that he was not part of the federal government and not beholden to 
the Washington- and New York based Establishment that had been running 
things for so long. 


Perhaps the dearest example of his campaign oratory against what he 
called the Insider* was given at a Carte r-for-President rail* In Boston on 
February 17, 197G, What he said on that occasion showed up in a widely 
distributed paperback, '17/ Never Lie To You' — /mimy Carter In His Own 
Worth * On Page 48, Mr Carter's. sta tense ilE at that Boston Bally is given as 
follows: 


"The people of this country know from bitter experience that we are 
not going to get these changes merely by shifting around the same 
groups ul insiders ... The insiders have hod their chance and they 
have not delivered/ 

The message undoubtedly persuaded a good many Americans to cast I heir 
ballots for Jimmy Carter, for the existence of such an inside gitnip 
running things is bulb widely suspected, and widely resented And yet. 


while thi s hornier Governor nf Georgia played up to this resentment 
throughout the campaign, he carefully avoided naming any names or 
discussing any of the organizational ties of the easily identifiable 
Insiders. 

This, we intend to do For we agree with Mr Cartels Campaign oratory, 
that For several decades. America has been run by a group ul Establish¬ 
ment Insiders We also intend to show that, despite his strung pledge to the 
contrary, jimmy Carter lias literally Tilled his Administration with these 
same individuals* Since Jimmy Carter moved into Washington, it has been 
business as usual for the Insiders who are running the United States. 

The man popularly credited with devising the strategy that landed 
Jimmy Carter in the White House is Hamilton Jordan A few weeks prior to 
I he November 3978 election he stated: 


If, after the inauguration, you find a Cy Vance as Secretary id State 
and Zbigniew Brzeziuski as head ul National Security, then 1 would 
aay we failed. And t would quit* You're going to see new face's and 
new ideas & 

After the election! Mr. Carter promptly named Cyrus Vance to he his 
Secretary of State anil Zbigniew Brzezinski tn be the head of National 
Security, exactly what Mr. Jordan had said would never happen Hut the 
real question is: What is it about Mr, Vance and Mr. BrzezLnskJ that 
prompted Jordan to make sueh a statement? And the answer is that these two 
men are pin ars of the very Establishment that eamlidate Carter so often 
attacked. 


When jimmy Carter appointed him to be Secretary of State, Cyrus Vance 
svas a Wall Street lawyer, the Chairman of the Board of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, and a veteran nF service in tin 1 Kennedy! Johnson and Nixon 
Administrations 

Zbigniew Brzezmski had taught at Harvard and Columbia L Diversities, 
served in the State Department during the Johnson Administration, and 
authored numerous hooks and articles for various Establishment pub¬ 
lishers and periodicals. 
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But, beyond all of these Establishment credentials, at the time nf their 
appointment by Jimmy (,'arler, both Vanop anfl Rrzezinsk] were members of 
Hie Board of Directors rsf 3 little-known organization called The Council 
on Foreign Relations. Also, each was a member of the very exclusive 
1 rilateral Commission Most Americans have never beard of these two 
Organizations. Rut knowing something about them is essentiaI to under¬ 
standing what has been going on in America tor several decades So, let us 
examine, first. The Council on Foreign Relations and then, later on. The 
Trilateral Commission 


The House Blueprint 

The Council on Foreign Relations 7 was incorporated in 192], It is a 
private group which ts headquartered at the corner of Park Avenue and 6Bth 
Street in New York City, in a building given to the organization In the 
Rockefeller family in 1929, 

The CFR's Founder, Edward Mrmdell House, had been the chief adviser 
of President Woodrow Wilson. House was not only Wilson s most 
prominent aide T he actually dominated the President. Wuodrow Wilson 
referred to House as "iny alter ego (rny father self},, and it ss totally 
accurate to say that House, not Wilson, was the most powerful Individual 
in our nation during the Wilson Administration, from 191'J until 1921. 

Unfortunately for America, it is also true that Edward Mandril House 
was a Marxist whose goal Wai to socialize the United States, in 1912. House 
wrote the book, Philip Dm 1 AdmlnMirafor® In it, he stud he was working for 
"Socialism as dreamed of by karl Marx.™' The original edition of the book 
did not name House as its author, but he made it dear in numerous ways 
liial he indeed was its creator. 

In Philip Dm. Administrator, Edward Mandell House bid out a 
fictionalized plan for the conquest of America. He told of a conspira¬ 
cy ' (the word is his) which would gain control of both the Democratic and 
Republican Parties, and use them us instruments in the creation of a 
socialistic world government. 

The book called for passage of a graduated income tax and for the 
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establish men l of a state-controlled central bunk us .steps toward I hr 
ultimate goal. Both ol tlur.sr proposals are planks m The Communixt 
Manijrxitj* And both became law in 19IG h during the very first year of the 
1 louse-dominated Wilson Administration. 


The House plan culled for the United States to give up its sovereignty to 
the League of Nations at the dose uf World War L Rut when the l.S. 
Senate refused to ratify America's entry inlo thr l eague, Edward Mandril 
House s drive toward world government was slowed down. Disappointed, 
but nut listen, House anil his friends then Formed the Council on Foreign 
Relations, whose purpose right From its inception was to destroy the 
freedom and independence of the United States and lead our nation into a 
world government — if not through the League ol Nations, then ill rough 
another world Organization that would be started after another world war 
The control of that world government, of course, was to be in the hands of 
House and like-minded individuals. 


From its beginning in 192!, the CFR begun to attract men of power and 
influence. In the late 1920s, important financing for the (JFR came from 
i he Rockefeller Four id a turn and the Carnegie Foundation* In 1940, at the 
Invitation of President Roosevelt, members of the CFR gained domination 
over the State Department, and they have maintained that domination ever 
since. 


Tiie Making of Presidenta 

By 1944. Edward Mandell House was deceased, but bis plan For taking 
control of our nation's major political parties begun to be real teeth In 3911 
and in 1943, the Republican candidate for President, Thomas Dcwct. was a 
CFR member. In later years, the CFR could boast that Republicans 
Eisenhower and Nixon were members as were Democrats Stevenson, 
Kennedy. Humphrey, and McCovem The American people were told they 
hud u choice when they voted for President, but with precious few 
exceptions, Presidential candidates for decades have been CFR members. 


Rut like (,I J R x influence had also spread to other vital arcus of 
American life its members have rim, or are running, NRC and CRS, The 
New York Time s, The Washington Toft* The De& Moines Register, and many 
other important newspapers. The leaders of Time, Li/e. Newmeek. Fortum , 


Business and numerous other publications are CFR members, The 

organization's m^mhcrs also dominate the academic world, top corpora¬ 
tions, the huge tax-exempt foundations, labor unions, the military, and just 
about every segment of American life , w 


Let s look at tin 1 Council's Annual Report published in 1978. The 
Eirganization s memliership list names 1,878 memhers, and the fist reads like 
a "Who's Who in America. Eleven CFR members are U S. Senators: 11 even 


more Congressmen belong to the organization. Sitting on top of this 
immensely powerful pyramid, as Chairman of the Bo&rd, is David 


Rockefeller, 


As can be seen in that CFR Annual Report. 284 of its members are I S. 
government officials, Any organization which can boast that 281 of its 
members are LhS, government officials should be well known. Vet most 
Americans have never even heard of the Council on Foreign Hekiiomi. 

One reason why this is ses is that 171 journalists, correspondents,, and 
communications executives art' also CFR members, and they don t write 
about the organization. In fact. CFK members rarely talk about tile 
organization inasmuch as it is an express condition ejI membership lliaE any 
disclosure oi what goes nn at CFR meetings .shall be regarded as grounds 
for termination of membership. 1 * 


Carter and CFR Clout 

And so, very few Americans knew that something was wrong when Jimmy 
Carter packed bis Administration with the same crowd that has been running 
things for decades. When he won the Democratic Party's nomination, 
Jimmy Carter chose CFR member Walter Mondale to be la is running mate 
After the election, Mr Carter chose CFR members Cyrus Vance. Harold 
Brown, and W, Michael Blumenthal to lx- the Secretaries of .Stale, 
Defense and Treasury — the tup three Cabinet positions. 


Other top Carter appointees who are CFR members include Joseph 
Galifano* Secretary of HEW: Patricia Roberts Harris. Secretary of Hi D; 
Stand iehl Ttinier CIA Director; Zbigniew Bm.-zhiski, Presidential Na¬ 
tional Security Advisor, and Andrew .Youngs Ambassador to the United 
Nations. The names of scores of Assistant Secretaries. L nder Secretaries. 
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Ambassador^ and o([irr appointees can also be found cm the 1 CKB member¬ 
ship roster. As wv have already noted k a total of 284 CFR members hnfd 
positions in the Carter Administration 

To pul it mildly, the CFR lias a great deal of clouL In nur opinion* 
however, not every member of the CFR is fully committed to carry ing out 
Edward Mandell House's conspiratorial plan,. Many have been flattered 
by an invitation to join a study group, which is what the CFR calls itself. 
Others go along because of personal benefits such as a nice job and a new 
importance. Rut all are used to promote the destruction of I S. sovereign¬ 
ty. Over the years, only a few members have ever had the courage and the 
awareness to speak out about the CFR. These few are now ex-members who 
have always been ignored, by die press . lA 


Tuvvnrd World Government 

The CFR publishes a very informative quarterly journal called Foreign 
Affairs, More often than not, important new shifts in U.SS policy, or highly 
indicative altitudes ol political figures have been telegraphed in its pages. 
When he was preparing to run Fear the Presidency in 3967. lor instance, 
Richard Nixon made himself acceptable to the Insiders nf the Establish¬ 
ment with an article in the October I9b7 issue of Foreign Affairs , M In it r he 
called fur a new policy of openness toward Red China, a policy whldf he 
hi in sell Inter initiated in 1072. 


The April 1974 issue of Foreign Affairs, carried a very explicit recom¬ 
mendation for carrying onl the world-government scheme of CFR founder 
Eil ward Mandril House. Authored by Stale Department veteran and Colum¬ 
bia I'm vers tty Professor Richard N. Gardner l him sell a CFR mem tier), “The 
Hard Road to World Order admits that a single leap into world govern¬ 
ment via an organization like the United Nations is unrealistic. ^ 


Instead, Gardner urge*] the continued piecemeal delivery nf mu nation s 
sovereignty to a variety of international organisations- He calltjjd lor “an 
end run around national sovereignty, eroding it piece by piece." That means 
an end to our nation's sovereignty. 


And he named as organizations In accomplish his goal the International 
Monetary Fund, the World Ranh, the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
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Trade, t h k Law ol Ehe Sea Conference, tile World FckhJ Conference, the 
World Population Conference, disarmament programs, and a United 
Nations military force, This approach, Gardner bald, "can prtxlute some 
remarkable concessions r>l sovereignty that could not be achieved on an 
across-1 he*- boa rd ha si s. 


Richard Gardner's preference fnr destroying the freedom and indepen¬ 
dence of the United States in favor of the ClR's goal of world 
government thoroughly dominates top circles in our nation today. The men 
who would sera pour nation'* Constitution arc praised us "progressives and 
"tar-sighted thinkers, 1 ' The only question that remains among these 
powerful Insiders is which method tn use to carry- out their treasonous plan. 

The Trilateral Angle 

Unfortunately, the Council on Foreign Relations is not the only group 
proposing an end to the sovereignty of the United States. In 1973, another 
organization which now thoroughly dominates the Carter Administration 
first saw the light of day. This one is culled The Trilateral Commission. 

The l'nlatE a ral Commission's roots stem from I he btiok ftptwtw-n Tuxi 
Ages, 1 ** written by Zbigniew Rrzezinski in 1970. The following quotations 
from that book show how closely Rreesdnski's thinking parallels that of 
CFH founder Edward Mendel House. 

On Page 72, Erzey.inski writes: ”Maoism is simultaneously a victory nf 
the external, active man over the inner, passive man and a victory of reason 
over belief . ' 

On Page 83, he states-Marxism, disseminated mi the popular level in 
I he form ui ComnuiiiLm, represented a major advance in man s ability to 
conceptualise his relationship to lus world. 

On Page 123, we find Marxism supplied the best available insight into 
contemporary reality/' 

Nowhere does Mr. Brzezinski tell his readers that the Marxism 'in the 
form of Communism/' which lie praises, has been responsible for the 
murder of approximately 100 million human beings in the Twentieth 
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Century, bus brought about the enslavement ul over a billion mure, and 
bus caused waul, privation and despair tor ail but the few criminals who 
run the Comm uniat-dominated nations. 


On Page I9S* after discussing America s shortcomings, Brzeztnski writes: 
"America is undergoing a new rev ul ill ion which unmasks its obsolescence.' 
We disagree; America is not obsolete 


On Page 2fiO L he proposes "deliberate management of I he American 
future, with lhe "planner as the key social legislator and manipulator." 
The centra! planning that he wants for our country is a cardinal 
underpinning of Communism and the very opposite of the way things are 
done in a free country. 


On Page 29b, Mr. Brzezinski suggests piecemeal movement toward a 
"community of nations . , . through u variety of indirect tics and already 
developing limitations on national sovereignty/' Here, we have the same 
profjosal that has been offered by Richard Gardner in the CFR publication 
Fur&ign Affairs. 

Hrzezuiski then calls fur the forging of community links among the 
United States, Western Europe, and Japan; and the extension of these links 
to more advanced Communist conn tries. Finally, on Page ftOft of his 309- 
page book, he lets us know that what he really wants is " the goal of world 
government/' 


A Meeting of Minds 

Zbigniew Rrxezinski's Bt-tw^en Fllyj Ages was published in 1970 while he 
was a professor in New York City What happened, quite simply, is that 
David Rockefeller read I lie book and, in 197ft, Mr. Rockefeller 
launched the new Trilateral Commission, whose purposes include linking 
North America, Western Europe, and Japan "in their economic relations, 
their political and defense relations, their relations with developing 
countries, and their relations with Communist countries /' n 

The original literature of The Tri lateral Commission also states, 
exactly as Brzczinskl s book had proposed, Unit the more advanced Commu¬ 
nist states could become partners in I he alliance leading to world 
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government- In short, David Rockefeller implemented Brzezlnski's pro¬ 
posal. "I lie only change was the addition, of Canada, so that The Trilateral 
Commission presently include:! members from Noilli America, Western 
Europe, and Japan* nut just the I'he ted States, Western Europe, ll ini Japan. 

Then David Rockefeller hired Zbigniew Brzezinsld away from Colum- 
bia University and appointed him to be the Director of The Trilateral 
Com mission. Later, in 1973* the Little known Governoi of Georgia, Jimmy 
Carter, was invited to become a Bounding member ol The Trilateral 
Commissinn* Mr. Carter was later trs say: 

"Membership on this Commission has provided me with a splendid 
learning opportunity, and many of tile members have helped me in 
my study of Foreign alfairs. lh 

We don't doubt that for a minute, 


Carter's Trilateral Team 

When j inum Carter won the nomination of the Democratic Party, he 
chose CEE member and Trilateralist Walter Mondale to be his running 
mate, Then, the man who told America that he would dean the Insiders 
out chose Cyrus Vance, W, Michael Blumenth&L and Harold Brown for 
the top three Cabinet posts, and each of these men is a Trikteralist, as 
well as a CFR member. Other Trikt&ralists appointed by Mr. Carter 
include Zbigniew Rr/ezinski as National Security Assistant; Andrew Ynimg as 
Ambassador to the United Nations; Richard N. fGardner as Ambassador to 
Italy; and several others us top government officials. 


The menib£n>)iip list of The t rilateral Commissi on now notes seventeen 
"Former Members in Public Service including Charter, Mondale, Vance, 
etc. Their places nn the Commission have been taken by other influential 
Americans so that approximately eighty Americans, along with ten Cana¬ 
dians, ninety Western Europeans, and seventy five Japanese are members 
today. Among the current Trilatcralists Can be found six Senators; four 
Gu ingress men; two Governors; I led ley Donovan, llie Editor-in-Chief of 
TIME Incorporated; Winston Lord, President of I he Council on Foreign 
Relations; William hi Brock, Chairman of the Be publican National 
Committee; and Dr, Henry Kissinger. 1 * 


As with the CFU, we do not believe CLlsiI every member ol The Trilateral 
Commission is fully committed tu the destruction «F the l nited States. 
Some of these men actually believe thal the 3 x^'cjrEd would be a better 
place if the United Slates would give up its independence in the interests 
oi world government Others go along for the ride, a fide which means a 
ticket to fame, comfortable living, and constant flattery. Some, uf course, 
realb do run things and really do want to scrap our nation* s in dependence 

On March 21, 1ft?#, The New York Times featured an article about 
Zbigniew ftizerinskfs close relationship with the President. sa In part, it 
reads “The two men met for the first tune four years ago when Mr. 
Rrzez inski was executive director ul The Trilateral Commission * + . and 
had the foresight to ask the then obscure former Governor of Georgia to 
join its distinguished ranks, Their initial teacher-student relationship blos- 
sun lL‘dd □ ring the campaign and appears It} have grown closer still/' 

The teacher in this relationship praises Marxism, thinks the United States 
is obsolete, and is the brains behind a scheme to end the sovereignty of the 
United States for the purpose of building a world government. And the 
student is the President of the E oiled State*. 

What It All Means 

Let's summarize the situation we have been describing in three short 
statements. 

1. President Carter, who was a member of the Insider-controlled 
l>ilateral Commission as early as 1973, repeatedly told the nation 
during the 197(j political campaign that he was going to gel rid of the 
Establishment Insiders if he became President. Hut when he look 
office, he promptly lilied his Administration with members of the 
Council on Foreign Relations and J’he Trilateral Commission, the 
most prominent insider organizations in America. 

2, The Council on Foreign Relations was conceived b> a Marxist, 
Edward MandelJ House, for the purpose of creating a line-world 
government by destroying the freedom and independence of all 
nations, especially including our own. Its C'hairman of the Board is 



David Rockefeller, And its. members have immense control over uur 
government and much of American life. 

3, The Trilateral Commission was conceived by Zbigniew Brzes- 
inskb who praises Marxism, who thinks the United States is obsolete, 
and who a ho wants to create a fine-world governments Its founder 
and driving Force is a ho David Rockefeller. And it, ton, exercises 
extraordinary control over the government of the United States. 

The effect of the Council cm Foreign Relations and The Trilateral 
Commission on the affairs nf our rtaEion is easy En see, Our own 
government no longer acts in its own interest; we no longer win any wars we 
fight; and we constantly tie ourselves to hibernation^! agreements, pacts 
and conventions. And, our leaders have developed blatant preferences for 
Communist ILS.S.EU, Communist Cuba, and Communist China, while they 
continue tn work for world government, which has always been the goal 
of Communism. 

The Insider domination of our government is why America s leaders now 
give the hacks nl I heir ha nth Eu an Li-Communist nations such as South 
Korea. Rhodesia, Chile, and our loyal allies in Taiwan. These few nations 
do not want to join with Communists in a world government, and therefore, 
they are being suppressed. In short, our government has become pro- 
Com rnuti is L, 

More Observations 

The Carter Administration, unfortunately,, is only the current muni fes¬ 
tal ion of this problem that has infected our nation for decades. Previous 
administrations, however, have carefully pretended to be anti-Communist 
and pro-American. But there is very little pretense in an Administration 
which arranges to give the Panama Canal to a Com munistsiam mated 
government in Panama, and pays the Iteds $400 million to take It. Dr, when 
our President turns Ids back on America s allies in China and diplomat 
ically recognizes the Rod Chinese, who run the most brutal tyranny on 
earth.

It was during the 
preliminary stages of a Congressional investigation into the activities of 
the huge tax-exempt foundations that Mr. CaLther invited Norman Dodd, 
the Director i>l Research lor Ll ic *Can Lgm&S'K n i aJ ComiiiiUcc h to hold 
Foundation headquarters in New York City. The purjawe of tile meeting was 
to discuss the reasons why Congress wanted Eo investigate l he I oundatious. 
At that meeting. Rowan Gaither brazenly told Norman Dodd that ho and 
others who h^d worked for the State Department, the United Nations, and 
other federal agencies had fur years 


. operated under directives issued by the White House, the sub¬ 
stance of which was that we should make even effort to so alter 
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life in the United States as to make possible a comfortable merger 
with the Soviet Union." 


Ihen he added, "We are continuing to be guided by jml such directives/ 


When the thoroughly shocked Norman Dodd asked Rowan Gaither if he 
would repeat that statement to the full House Committee so that the 


American people would know exactly what such powerful Individuals 
were trying to accomplish, he said:; "This we would not think of doing." 11 

As further proof of just how powerful these subversive influences 
ahead \ were in the early 1950s. the Committee, headed by Congressman 
Carroll Renee ol Tennessee, never did gel to the bottom of its investiga¬ 
tion of the tax-exempt foundations^ 2 .and ii was soon disbanded A summary 
of what was learned appears in Rene Wormsers book, Foundations.
